Campus Gets Monetary 
Shaft In State Funding

Few matters are of more consequence to a university than 
the level of financial support provided academic programs, 
and this campus is no exception. 

SEEKING excellence in undergraduate education, this uni¬ 
versity must have adequate financial support if it is to realize 
its aspirations of becoming the best undergraduate insti¬ 
tution in the state. 

The history of state funding for this campus leaves much 
to be desired. Due to rapid and unexpected growth in en¬ 
rollment, UTM has, for several years, received the lowest 
per student appropriation of any state-supported college or 
university in Tennessee. 

FOR EXAMPLE, during the 1967- 68 academic year, 
Austin Peay state University, an institution similar in size 
and program, received $831 per student whUe UTM re¬ 
ceived $710. 

A recent study by UTM’s Office of Educational Develop¬ 
ment and Research shows that over the past four years 
UTM has received $2,917,000 less than It would if it had been 
funded at the state average per student rate. 

THE EFFECTS of this deprivation are evident. UTM fac¬ 
ulty teach more hours and have larger classes than the average 
faculty member in other state institutions. Inadequate funds 
have caused the postponement of the replacement of damaged 
or obsolete classroom equipment and have necessitated ex¬ 
tremely low salaries for clerical and hourly workers. 

THE NUMBER of books per student in the library is low¬ 
est among the public institutions of the state. An additional 
164,000 volumes would be required to bring us to the level rec¬ 
ommended by the American Library Association. 

For the first time in the institution’s history, it has risen 
to a level of funding on a parity with the other publically sup¬ 
ported Institutions in the state. 

IN ATTRIBUTING this equitable treatmentto the work of the 
Tennessee Higher Education Commission, Chancellor Archie 
R. Dykes said, “The THEC has contributed significantly to 
a narrowing of the funding gap between UTM and the state’s 
other colleges and universities.” 

Similarily, the needs for classroom, laboratory and office 
space have not been met. Although $23,500,000 in construc¬ 
tion has taken place on the Martin campus during the past 
decade, 70 percent of the expenditure has been self-amortiz¬ 
ing projects— paid for by student fees, rent, or purchases. 

DR. DYKES went on to point out that when dormitories are 
excluded, UTM has less space per student than any institu¬ 
tion in the state. 

During the fall of 1970, our ratio of 133.4 square feet per 
student compares with 192.0 for Tennessee Technological 
University, 182.2 for Tennessee State University and 164.0

Second Charged 
In Knifing Case 

A second student has been 
charged in the Feb. 12 initia¬ 
tion stabbing of Eugene McFar- 
ren, a freshman who remains 
in a Memphis hospital. 

IN A WARRANT signed Mon¬ 
day by McFarren’s father, the 
un-named student was charged 
with assault with intent to do 
bodily harm. The warrant for 
is now in the process of being 
served. 

The trial date will be set 
pending McFarren’s release 
from the hospital. 

THE STABBING grew out of 
an Incident where fresh¬ 
men were being Inflated when a 
scuffle developed. Someone 
pulled a knife and McFarren 
was stabbed. 

Security officers arrested 
and charged three non-stu¬ 
dents — two of them were from 
out - of - state — with drinking 
beer in public on Feb. 24. 

SAFETY AND SECURITY 
identified the arrested as 
Ray Stephens of Greenville, 
South Carolina, George Green 
also from Greenville, and 
James French of Gates, Tenn. 

The incident occurred at 
about 2 p.m. when police ar¬ 
rested them for allegedly drink¬ 
ing beer from paper cups 
in front of the University Cen¬ 
ter. 

THE THREE were taken to 
city hall where they were charg¬ 
ed by the officers. 


Foreign Faculty 
Discuss Barrier 

Four faculty members, 
each from a different foreign 
country, shared their exper¬ 
ience as outsiders fighting a 
lonely— often difficult— bat¬ 
tle to break the national 
barriers. 

An audience of about 100 
heard them give their reasons 
for coming to this country. 
Mrs. Robaina, exuberant Span¬ 
ish instructor, fled Castro- 
controlled Cuba. Mrs. Maria 
Malone, French- Spanish 
teacher came to America for 
a short one year visit but 
decided to stay after she got 
married. 

George Kao, assistant pro¬ 
fessor of political science, 
who immigrated from China 
17 years ago, expressed 
gratitude for the privacy and 
security offered here. “If 
somebody knocks in the middle 
of the night here, I’m not 
afraid it might be the secret 
police or the government.” 

Food differences between 
Lebanon, his home country, 
and here was the subject of 
an anecdote by Dr. Jubran 
Wakim, assistant professor 
of chemistry and a 12 year 
resident of this country. Not 
knowing how to eat corn-on- 
the-cob at a college friend’s 
home in Bloomington, In¬ 
diana, he was embarrassed 
when he started to eat the 
corn with a knife and fork. 

“I regard Americans as a 
cold people," Mrs. Robaina 
said as she contrasted some 
of the cultural and emotional

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Reception More Than TV 


Dear Editor: 

After two years of going 
against university policy, I gave 
up and took down my T-V an¬ 
tenna In Grove Apartments. The 
policy of rio antennas was in¬ 
stituted after my antenna was 
already up. 

It was in place t>efore cable 
service became available. 
First, the quality of the cable 
was questionable at best. Sec¬ 
ond, after promises of a rea¬ 
sonable rate, the no outside 
antenna policy became effective 
and the cable rate started going 

The rate in Grove is not un¬ 
reasonable at $3.50 now, but 

will go up this coming Fall to 

$4.35. 

The meeting of February 18 

to discuss pets and antennas 
was not very satisfactory to 
many of us. The administration 
representatives did not give 

realistic reasons for the re¬ 
moval of preexisting antennas. 

It was stated that antennas 
caused leaks in the roofing. 
The series of leaks in C-15 
have all been due to faulty 
construction of the inlets for 
air conditioners, which have 
never had weather heads in¬ 
stalled. Instead the Inlets are 
tar filled pipes which have been 
filled a number of times. 

This method not only has been 
prone to leak but is also a fire 
hazard. Every summer during 
hot spells the tar melts and runs 
Into the air duct running from 
the air conditioner through the 
electric heating coils to the 
various rooms. [Airing the first 
cold weather of at least two 
Fall periods, tar on the floor 
of the duct was heated to igni¬ 
tion. 


We have put out the fire by 
smothering it; in this case turn¬ 
ing off the fan supplying air. We 
call the maintanence people and 
they scrape the tar out of the 
duct. 

Two years ago under a simi¬ 
lar situation one of the reasons 
for removal of T-V antennas 
was the insurance coverage. At 
that time a gentleman stating 
that he was from the Insurers 
inspected the apartment area. 

When asked about several an¬ 
tennas along the roof edge, he 
said that as long as they were 
not on the roof-top they were 
all right. 

My objection is to the addi¬ 
tional expense of cable when the 
pre-existing antenna was ade¬ 
quate for our needs. The school 
has added to my expenses by 
$42 a year or the cost of a good 
outside antenna. 

As of next Fall It will be $60 
a year. It grates to be forced 
to spend unreasonably. 

Only one other apartment is 
in same situation of having an 
antenna before a school policy 
on antennas was needed or stat- 

One wonders what the real 
reason for such policy is. Prob¬ 
ably because someone feels that 
outside antennas give Grove a 
slum appearance. 

If someone had cared as 

much when Grove was built, we 
would not find leaks, small 
fires, sagging floors, separa¬ 
tion of floor and celling, and 
various creaks and groans com¬ 
mon in the floors and walls to¬ 
day.

For the past four weeks, pve 
been reading the “letters to the 
Editor” section of this our 
campus newspaper. 

The letters printed mostly 
consisted of two basic flews on 
how the Afro-American stu¬ 
dents at this University are be¬ 
ing and should be treated. One 
of which is the black people 
are being totally mistreated. 
They aren’t getting enough pic¬ 
tures in the Volette, their prob¬ 
lems are not being considered, 
and nothing is being done on 
campus to entertain them. 

The answer to which is the 
black man should be given any¬ 
thing he wants. He should be 
able to have his picture In the 
Volette without any reason at 
all. All this should be done 
because he Is black and feels he 
Is totally mistreated if he is 
given a parking ticket. 0 am 
not saying all Afro-Americans 
are this way.) 

The other view Is the black 
man should have no rights at all 
because this is a predomlnatly 
white college, and the white peo¬ 
ple are supposedly for some un- 
Godly reason better than the 
black man.

IF WE WERE to raise our ratio to that of Austin Peay 
(146.0) we would need to Immediately add more than 61,000 
square feet, a space significantly larger than the Fine Arts 
Building. 

In addition, over 27,000 square feet of space Is rated by 
THEC as “temporary” or “to-be-razed," and another 180,- 
000 square feet Is educationally Inadequate or functionally ob¬ 
solete, Dr. Dykes said UTM las before state officials a re¬ 
quest for more than $6,500,000 In new construction Dr. Dykes 
Is extremely concerned about three projects which he con¬ 
siders of an emergency nature. 

“IF WE FAIL to receive funds to build our new Education- 
Home Economlcs-and Nursing Building, I am afraid that we 
will encounter serious accreditation problems. Our request 
for a steam plant must be met this year as the total demand 
for steam will exceed the capacity of existing boilers,” 
Dr. Dykes said. 

“Moreover, we will be unable to occupy the new addition 
to the EPS building without additional funds for equip¬ 
ment and movable fixtures," he said. 

CHANCELLOR Dykes summarized his thoughts by say¬ 
ing that the current legislative session has far reaching 
implications for UTM and for all higher education In Ten¬ 
nessee. Without significant new sources of revenue, UTM 
and the state institutions will be forced to curtail or elimi¬ 
nate existing programs. 

For the state as a whole over $18,000,000 will be required 
to maintain present programs andserve an additional 7,000 
students who will enroll In the fall of 1971. 

CONCERNED FACULTY and students should feel free to 
contact or write their state representatives and urge them to 
support adequate funding for higher education, Dr. Dykes 
added.
